DEAF T0 GOVERNOR, 
SLAY BEFORE HIM 


South Carolina Lynchers Hear 
Heyward Plead, Cheer 
Him, Then Butch- 
er a Negro, 


HE LOOKS ON, POWERLESS. 


Executive Goes Alone to Implore 
Mob Not to Dishonor the 
State and Sees at 


Tragedy. 


Columbia, 8. C., Aug. 16.—[{Special.]—In the 
presence of the governor of the state, who 
had come alone among them to appeal to 
their honor, a mob of a thousand men at 
Greenwood tonight lynched a negro and 
then, while the governor looked on, filled the 
body of their victim with bullets. 

Helpless, Gov. Heyward watched the trag- 
edy from the beginning and at the end turned 
away almost in tears, not of pity for the 
negro, but of shame. 

In ali the record of South Carolina's lynch- 
ings none was so dramatic asthis. Troops 
were within easy call of the governor, but 
he did not choose to callthem. Alone he met 
the mob and begged for a hearing. Thus far 
his plea was granted, a rough platform even 
being constructed for his convenience. 


Scene Fit Setting for Tragedy. 

Twenty yards from the platform the negro 
about to be lynched crouched, bound in the 
center of a little group. All around the gov- 
ernor were clustered the men who for two 
days had trailed the negro like bloodhounds 
and as relentlessly. 

On the veranda of a house not twenty yards 
behind him were grouped the relatives of 
the girl who was attacked. She herself from 
her bed could see the governor on the plat- 
form. 

Some in the mob were impatient, but a cry 
of ‘‘ Hear the governor ”’ stilled their rest- 
lessness. Then Gov. Heyward spoke, a 
tremor in his voice. 

“TI know,” he said, “that nothing could 
take place that could keep you from hearing 
the governor of South Carolina. 

“I come here alone, not bringing any 
troops. Only two newspaper men came with 
me, and they as well as I are South Caro- 
linians, just as you are, with like feelings. 


Governor Appeals as Friend. 

‘** You are my friends. I am here not alone 
as your governor, but as your friend. 

“ But it is my duty to enforce the laws of 
South Carolina. Don’t cheer, men; this is a 
solemn occasion and I am much in earnest, 
and besides it excites the ladies, and * is 
a consideration that appeals to all South 
Carclinians.. plenty 

“T come to appeal to your manhood. The 
question is, Shall the people be allowed to be 
ruled by their passions and prejudices, or 
shall the supremacy and the majesty of the 
law be upheld? I promise you on my honor 
that as speedy a trial as the law allows shall 
be held, 


All His Sympathy Theirs. 

“I would not object to cutting the rope 
to hang that scoundrel, provided the law 
SAYS so.”’ 

He looked as he spoke at the negro, a few 
yards away, and men stood close about him 
with rifies and shotguns in their hands. 

‘“*IT am here alone,” went on the governor, 
“but I represent the majesty of the law; I 
represent the state of South Carolina—your 
state and mine—and I say to you, I beg of you, 
I tmplore you, tn God's name, don’t put 
another stain upon our fair state. 

“T plead with you to let the law take ite 
course. You have an opportunity here—a 
splendid opportunity—to let it be said that 
South Carolina leads in this matter. Let us 
reason together. 

“TI feel just as you do. I Have lived in the 
country, and realize the dangers’ to which 
our women are constantly exposed, but there 
is something higher than the wreaking of 
vengeance on that black devil and flend of 
hell. You won’t enjoy it tomorrow, when you 
look back upon it all.” 


Cheer His Speech, Then Lynch. 
Here a man strode up tothe stand and said: 
‘‘We appreciate what pou say, but we are 

not going to doit. We have stood this thing

+ long enough.” 


Then the mob cheered the governor and 
took their prisoner a hundred yards away. 
There they shot him to death. From the 
platform they had built Gov. Heyward 
watched the butchery. 


1,000 Men Pursue to Death. 

Robert Davis, the negro who was lynched, 
attacked two girls Monday. The attack on 
one of them, Miss Brooks, was made 
in her father’s store, where she was 
temporarily in charge. After making some 
purchases, the negro grasped a meat knife, 
and sprang toward the girl. Miss Brooks 
attempted to defend herself with an iron 
bar, but the negro slashed her across the 
throat, making a gash four inches long and 
almost severed two of her fingers- 

Afterward he went three miles to another 
farm and attacked a fourteen-year-old negro 
girl. A posse of a thousand men started in 
pursuit of the negro soon after the outrage 
at the Brooks store and finally captured him 
this afternoon near Ninety-Six, a town nine 
miles from Greenwood. 


Eyes Printed on Girl’s Brain. 

The negro was captured im a@ creek, tied 
hand and foot, and brought to the home of 
his victim for identification. When they ar- 
rived at the gate of the Brooks home a great 
crowd gathered there. Four men were dele- 
gated to escort him to the house. The girl, 
lying on her bed, with a deep gash in her 
throat, looked at the negro as he stood be- 
tween his captors.

Waits at Curve; Is Struck. 

She left her home on Cherry street at 8 
o’clock, telling her children and the maid 
that she was going to consult her physician 
in Evanston. At the Ash street crossing she 
found she had several minutes to wait fora 
car, and seated herself-on a grassy bank 
which rises a foot from the track level on 
the north side of Ash street. 

A few moments later she heard the rumble 
of an approaching car. The sharp curve 
and a high, fence on the west side of the 
track hid it from view, but supposing it vo 
be still some distance away she arose and 
started to cross to the south side of the 
etreet, where the car usually stops. To 
reach the south walk she was compelled to 
run between the car track and the bank, in 

a@ space not more than three feet wide. 

She had taken only a few steps when the 
car was upon her. The overhanging wheel 
trucks and front platform of the car struck 
her head and shoulders, dragged her through 
the narrow space between the track and the 
bank, and threw her into the roadway. 

A car approaching from the opposite direc- 
tion was called, and the woman placed upon 
it with the aid of passengers, and carried to 
the office of Dr. J. R. Fletcher, two blocks 
away. Later, Mrs. Jones was taken to her 
home, where she died without regaining con- 
sciousness. Her skull had been fracturéd 
and her arm and side badly bruised. 3 


Child Gets News of Tragedy. 

Mr. Jones, who is on a vacation trip in 
Georgian bay, Ontario, is expected to ar- 
rive home this morning. A daughter, Gladys, 
aged 7, received the news of her mother's 
death by telephone. 

“ This is the drug store on the corner,” she, 
heard. “ Do you know where Mrs. Jones is?’’

Ellis E. Drake, who seems to have been in 
complete control of the institution, which he 
ran as an adjunct to his real estate, loan, and 
insurance business, claimed that he was sol- 
vent, and that he would pay every depositor if 
given a little time. 


$70,000 Withdrawn in Three Days. 

The court action came after a two day run 
on the bank when $70,000 was withdrawn by 
frightened depositors. Mr. Drake said the 
failure of the Milwaukee Avenue State bank 
caused the crash, and that he was unable to 
turn his assets into cash readily enough. 

Henry Hiestand, an attorney who resides 
at 654 Kenilworth avenue, Oak Park, was 
appointed receiver by Judge Bethea, He did 
not go to the bank last night, but telephoned 
Mr. Drake that he would take charge this 
morning. 

Mr. Hiestand said he knew nothing of the 
condition of the bank. 

The two depositors, aside from Mr. Engel, 
named in the bill asking for the receivership, 
which alleges an act of bankruptcy was com- 
mitted on Aug. 15, when Drake transferred 
property to two of his favored creditors, are: 

Mrs. Nina L. Stearns, 6548 Washington boule- 
vard, Oak Park; deposit of $1,000. 

Patrick Boland, 2004 West Madison street; 
posit of $400. 

There are several unexplained things in 
connection with the crash and bank manage- 
ment. 

Boland, while admitting he thought the 
bank was in difficulties, did not appear to be 
wware that he had asked for a receiver, 
though he did not express surprise. 


Mrs. Stearns a Friend of Drake. 

Mrs. Stearns could not be seen, but it Is 
said that she was a friend of Drake until 
yesterday and frequently seen in the bank. 
She is reputed to have backed Drake in 
starting the institution. The president and 
cashier of the bank are given as: 

President—George R. Neville. 

Cashier—Joseph Goldberg. 

There is no George R. Neville given in the 
city directory. Two addressees are given for 
Goldberg.

Finds Dirty Catering Plant. 

When Murray finally arrived at the plant, 
followed by Dr. J. F. Biehn, director of the 
city laboratories, and three other inspectors, 
he found the prize package of the summer.

Continued Until Next Tuesday. 

Judge Patton read the request through 
guietiy. Then, with firm, decisive utterance 
he said: 

“I personally should like to accommodate 
Judge Gibbons. but the last paragraph of 
this report. which is as follows: * The prac- 
tice of appointing a second receiver, which 

S prevailed so long in this county, is im-

If. he is not 
here then the matter wil! be taken before 
some other judge. Judge Gibbons said he 
did not wish to discuss his attitude beyond 
his formal statement. 


To Urge Early Dividend. 

In summing up his conclusions on the ac- 
tion in Judge Gibbons’ court and the decisicn 
of Attorney General Stead. Attorney J. W. 
Loeb, representing Receiver Fetzer, said: 

“The general effect of the day’s develop- 
ments is that as the result of a conference 
between Mr. Fetzer and his advisers last 
night.he will apply to Judge Brentano tomor- 
row, if possible, at the latest on the follow- 
ing day, for an order authorizing him to pay 
at his own risk a 20 per cent dividend to all 
creditors filing their claims, where those 
claims agree with the receiver’s books. 

“The receiver will not wait until his re- 
ports are filed and approved and the custom- 
ary time passes for filing claims, but will at 
once pay this dividend and raise the money 
necessary, if the amount on hand is not suffi- 
cient. This will be the first time, I believe, 
in the history of similar litigation in Chicago 
that creditors received a dividend without 
Waiting for the approval of the receiver's 

port and the claims filed by the court. 

“Mr. Fetzer has been so greatly touched 
mupey the need among the depositors and the 
= @nxiety for a first payment that he has de- 

¢cided to assume this extraordinary respon- 

@ibility. We feel that the decision of the 

attorney general, which is in accordance with

“The day’s developments before Judge

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TO STOP FORGERY. 


Clearing House Examiner Will 
Correspond with Makers of 
Suspicious Notes. 


STATE MAY MAKE TEST. 


James B. Forgan Declares Schemp 
Impracticable for Big 
Institutions. 


A measure to safeguard against forgeries 
of promissory notes was considered by the 
Clearing House association at its last meet- 
ing and will be put into force next week. It 
is a rule requiring the examiner employed by 
the association to secure verification for sig- 
natures upon notes of suspicious appearance 
and others over which there is doubt. State 
Auditor McCullough probably will order a 
similar rule concerning state banks, 

The suggestion made by a former national 
bank examiner, as a means of avoiding a 
repetition of the Stensland forgeries, was laid 
in writing before the association. It wasina 
broader form than the rule adopted and ad- 
vieed that the bank examiner should “ recon- 
cile’’ each note among the papers of the in- 
stitution under investigation. This sweeping 
recommendation also has been under consid- 
eration. by the state and federal officials. 

It was rejected by the big banks, which 
have notes of face value reaching as high as 
$50,000,000, and the milder precautionary 
method was approved. The matter was left 
in the hands of James B. Forgan, president of 
the First National. 


Forgan Thinks It Impracticable. 


* The plan of securing proof of the genuine- 
ness of all the notes by direct correspondence 
with each of the makers, while it would be of 
inestimable value, is practically impossible in 
the larger banks,” said Mr. Forgan. ‘ Our 
loans on notes amount to $65,000,000, and the 
makers are scattered throughout the country. 
In small banks the method would be perfect 
in its results, but In ours the bank examiner 
would have to have almost a permanent office 
with us, the notes change so frequently. 

“ A bank examiner cannot tell the worth of 
a signature he never saw before, but fre- 
quently his suspicion is aroused by some pa- 
per that passes through his hands. A letter 
to the maker will reassure him, or prove that 
it is a forgery. If a bank holds 1,000 notes 
and he chooses, say, 100 of them, and takes 
this procedure, the chances of his fincing 
fraudulent paper, if it isin the pile, are excel- 
lent. The fact that he makes a regular prac- 
tice of this method will become known, and 
that alone will put a stop to a great many 
operations, as the forger will recognize that 
he may be caughtin this way at any time. 

“That is the method that was given the 
approval of the clearing house committee, 
and I shall instruct our examiner to follow 
it in all of the banks he goes into.” 


Consider Change at Springfield. 
The plan for getting at the true worth of 
each note in a bank, it is reported, is under 
consideration at Springfield. The plan is 
similar to that folowed by corporation au- 
ditors, who send out statements of customers’ 
indebtedness, requesting verification of the 
figures. If adopted by the government 
agents it would necessitate sending a notice 
to each note debtor on the bank’s books. 
This suggestion was made im a letter to 
THE TRIBUNE recent!y, and, while not a new 
one, aroused comment from business men 
and bankers. The former were in favor of 
any step that will place a guarantee upon the 
soundness of financial institutions, while 
the-latter were prompt in their declarations 
that the scheme would prove impracticable 
in the larger banks. In this contention they 
were supported by the local bank examiners. 
both state and national. 

“No,” said C. C. Jones, who made the in- 
vestigation of the Milwaukee Avenue State 
bank and declared it sound last November. 
“I am afraid it wouldn't work well, | It 
sounds all right, but four state examiners 
have all they can do in Illinois now, and if 
we started to experimen? with any such 
theory as that we wouldn't be able to make 
a dozen examinations a year.!’ To the sug- 
gestion that only additional examiners were 
needed he had nothing to say. 

National Bank Examiner Charles H. Bos- 
worth, who has charge of the district about 
Chicago, declared that, while the plan would 
not be apt to be adopted as a permanen‘ 
feature of the national bank inspection, the 
subject had been discussed in the office of 
Controller of the Currency Ridgely for some 
ime. 

“The method of asking the owner of the 
name on each note has been discussed in 
Washington,” he said. “and I understand 
that they want to see an experiiment of that 
sort tried. An army of men would be needed 
to handle the inquiry into the records of any 
of the big banks in less than three months.”’ 

Mr. Bosworth stated that it is a practice 
among national examiners to inquire about 
suspicious looking notes, and that the plan 
to be followed by the/clearing house is an 
enlargement of the same principle, which has 
proved to be a good one. 


Business Men Approve Plan. 
Business men, while professing their ic- 
i norance of the details of banking, approved 
it highly. 

John M. Glenn, secretary of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association, said: 

* While I favor the organizatian of postal 
savings banks more strongly than any other 
cure for banking eviis, the method of verify- 
ing signatures appeals to me as an excel- 
lent precautionary measure. I think that 
the plan of proving each and every one of 
them would be practicable, and I would not 
regret the issuance of such an order from 
Springfieid.”’ 

“I think it could be done after the work 
had been systematized,” said B. A. Eckhart. 
** At first the task would seem immense, but 
it could be simplified to such an extent that 
the expense would be warranted by the bene- 
fits.”’ 


FOREIGNERS BUY REAL ESTATE. 


West Siders Putting Their Money Into 
Property That Cannot 
Vanish. 


One of the results of the failure of the Mii- 
waukee Averue State bank is the develop- 
ment of a strong and growing movement 
among the foreign population of the west 
side to invest their money In real estate. The 
movement has aiready attained proportions 
such as to attract much attention from bro- 
kers and owners of the cheaper class of 
property in that part of the city. 

The property mostly affected thus far isin 
the newer subdivisions along the western 
outskirts of the city, and brokers handling 
this clase of property generally report a 
greatly increased and active inquiry from 
the source indicated. 

A striking illustration is afforded in the 
case of the new subdivision just opened by 
W. D. Kerfoot & Co. near Morton Park. It 
was opened last Saturday and two days 
afterwards eleven lots were sold, mostly to 
Poles and Bohemians. 

Another broker reported the case of a 
woman who bought a lot for $450, but in- 
stead of paying part down, as is the genera! 
rule, insisted 6n paying all down, saying she 
felt her money was safer in the land than 
anywhere elise. 

Another man, a leader among the Poles, is 
reported to have said that his people were 
now going to put all their money into land.

BANKS ADOPT PLAN |? W0 INSANE FROM GRA

WOMAN THREATENS TO THROW 
BABE FROM WINDOW. 
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Wrecking of Stensland Bank Causes 
Mental Breakdown of Depositors— 
As Gustav Burkhardt Is Taken 
from Detention Hospital Mrs. Mary 
Jara Is Brought In, After Trying 
to Kill Child—Coroner’s Jury Calls 
Dead Teller Also Deranged, 


Two depositors of the Milwaukee Avenue 
State bank became violently insane yester- 
day as a result of losing their savings. One of 
the victims, Mrs. Mary Jara, 35 years old, at- 
tempted to kill her baby by throwing !t from 
a second story window. 

Her attempt was frustrated and she was 
held until the arrival of the police, who took 
the woman to the detention hospital, ae: 
other victim is Gustav Burkhardt, 39 y 
old, who formerly lived at 
street. 

Burkhardt lay on a cot at the Detention 
hospital, manacled and muttering incoherent 
words, while his relatives were testifying as 
to his mental condition in the adjoining 
courtroom, where Judge William L. Pond 
was presiding. Burkhardt, who had $200 in 
the wrecked bank, was committed to the 
Dunning Insane asylum, just as the police 
arrived at the Detention hospital with Mrs. 
Jara and her baby. 


Threaten to Kill Child. 


Mrs. Jara entered the employment agency 
of Anton Madulski, 425 Milwaukee avenue, 
carrying the infant in her arms. 

“I am going to throw my baby out of the 
window,” shecried. She was prevented from 
doing so by Madulski. 

“Rather let it di@ now than starve to 
death.”’ she said, when he forced her to sit 
down. 

Suspecting the woman was mentally un- 
balanced Madulski bade her remain for a 
moment. He telephoned to the police and 
then returned to Mrs. Jara and Kept her 
oecupied until the arrival of Detectives Pe- 
ters and Howard, who took the woman and 
child to the West Chicago avenue police 
station. Later she was sent to the detention 
hospital and the child taken to St. Vin- 
cent's. orphan asylum. 

Mrs. Jara told Madulski that she was a 
depositor in the wrecked Stensland bank and 
feared the loss of several hundred dollars. 


Failure Wrecks Mind. 


Burkhardt's relatives testified that the 
man was not in a perfectly sound mental 
condition before the closing of the bank and 
that the failure of the institution made him 
much woree. 

Last Thursday evening he was standing 
outside the bank bullding and was robbed 
of $10 while in the crowd of depositors sur- 
rounding the buliding clamoring for. their 
money. He failed to return home that even- 
ing and Mrs. James Olsen, a sister, reported 
his disappearance to tne police. 

Later Burkhardt returned home and last 
Friday he became violent, upsetting furni- 
ture and shouting. Then he was taken to 
the detention hospital, where he became so 
violent that he had to be strapped doyn. 


Dead Teller Called Insane. 

A coroner’s jury which held an inquest over 
the body of Frank J. Kowalski at the West 
Chicago avenue police station decided that he 
committed suicide while temporarily insane, 
and that his insanity was caused by the bank | 
failure. An examination of memoranda and 
letters found in the clothing of the dead man 
by the police failed to show that he had any 
knowledge of the conditions of the bank pre- 
vious to the failure. The inquest was called 
at 2:30 o'clock by Deputy Coroner Adolph 
Herrmann. Several! friends and relatives of 
Kowalski appeared at the police station. 

Frank F. Ruskiewicz, 27 Emma street, 
vault clerk in the bank and brother-in-law 
of the dead man, testified that Kowalski was 
afraid to leave his home after the bank fail- 
ure for fear he would be assailed by the angry 
depositors. Often, he said, Kowalski was 
threatened by persons who had been his inti- 
mate friends.

Inspector Shippy failed to interview Mrs. 
Theodore Stensland and Mrs..Ingra Sanberg 
yesterday. after the two women had come 
to Chicago to volunteer information on the 
Milwaukee avenue banktangle. Early inthe 
morning the inspector received word that the 
two women were in the city and that they 
would be willing to meet him if he would ar- 
range an interview. Inspector Shippy did 
not see fit to arrange the interview and left 
it to the two women to set a definite time. 

“Tf they have anything they want to tell 
me, I will be pleased to give them an oppor- 
tunity,”’ hesaid. ‘“‘ I have béen told that they 
are at the residence of Theodore Stensiand, 
415 Lake View avenue. I haven't been up to 
see; I suppose they'll look me up if they 
want me.” 

The inspector seemed to have little curiosity 
as to the nature of the information they 
wished to give him. 

At 415 Lake View avenue Theodore Stens- 
land had a hazy idea that his wife and sister 
might be in town, but he had little idea where 
they were, as he had not seen them. He 
thought they might be at 2089 Monticello 
avenue, the residence of Ole Stensland. The 
latter Mr. Stensland had not even heard they 
were in Chicago. Inspector Shippy is still 
waiting for the interview.

From Candy Man to Banker. 

Drake is a large man, weighing more than 
200-pounds, heavy set, with a smooth, keen 
cut face. Three years ago he conducted a 
small candy and ice cream store next door 
to where the bank stands now. Atthat time 
Marco C. Stearns, a real estate man, reputed 
to be wealthy, husband of Mrs. Nina Stearns, 
who asked for’ the receiver, ran a small 
savings bank in the building now occupied 
by Drake. 

No one appears to know jusét what sort of 
a traneaction took place, but. suddenly 
Stearns retired and Drake took possession. 
He blossomed out as a real bankér and began 
to dabble im real estate. Mrs. Stearns was 
often seen in the bank and another woman, 
who was made assistant cashier, also is said 
to have put her money into it. Mrs. Stearns 
in her own name is said to be wealthy. She 
is one of the heirs to the ground upon which 
the Fair building stands, and from her activ- 
ity in the bank every one supposed that, she 
was backing the poor candy man. 

Everything went all right in the bank. It 
prospered and a new building was started. 
This has just been completed and was in- 
tended for a masonic lodge -hall, with the 
bank on the first floor. The Stearnses owned 
the old bullding and are supposed to own this 
one. 


Property Returned to Stearns? 
There was a rumor in the neighborhood 
that Drake had transferred the title of the 
bank building back to the Stearnes yesterday. 
This could not be confirmed, but in the real 
estate transfers for the day was found a

street at Forty-first avenue. This is a large 
flat building, and it is transferred by Drake 
to Mrs. Stearns.

Just what other real estate ventures Drake 
became involved in could not be discover«d 
last night,-but it is understood he did a gen- 
eral home building business and that a good 
deal of his money is tied up in time loans in 
this way.

ARE MERE RECORDS.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—In an inter- 
view today regarding the dispatch of em- 
ployés to twenty of the largest cities to col- 
lect divorce statistics, William §S. Rossiter, 
acting director of the. census, pointed out 
that all of the 160 clerks: already sent out 
are trusted employés, sworn to secrecy, and 
that ‘‘ the public will never be any the wiser 
as to individual cases when we have fin- 
ished. 

“Our records,” he said,“ will not even 
contain the names of the divorced persons 
when they are complete. It is block statis- 
tics that the government is after, and noth- 
ing else. We are simply sending a corps of 
men and women clerks from our offices in 
this city, as we do continually in collecting 
various kinds of statistics, and they are be- 
ing installed in the courthouses of twenty 
of the large cities where, under the direction 
of a man of the bureau, they will go through 
the divorce records of the past twenty. years 
hurriedly and in a business like manner, and 
take out certain cold facts, which will never 
have any personal significance to the bureau 
or to the public. 

“Tt is estimated that between 30,000 and 
50,000 are recorded for this twenty year 
period in each of the cities of New York, 
Chicago, and Philadelphia, and that 1,000,000 
are recorded in the entire country for this 
period.’’ 

It will take a year to complete the collec- 
tion of the divorce statistics throughout the 
country. 


PRISON: SENTENCES FOR TWO. 


Harvey Dorr and L. A. Sawyer, Convict- 
ed of Operating Confidence Game, 
/ Take Appeal to Supreme Court. 


Indeterminate sentences to the penitentiary 
were imposed yesterday by Jadge Brentano 
on Harvey Dorr and L. A. Sawyer, once 
prominent in church.circles in Woodlawn, 
who were convicted last March of operating 
a confidence game. A motion to vacate the 
sentence was entered by the defendants’ law- 
yers and the case will be taken to the Su- 
preme court.

Both of these with- 
drew when it was seen that the election of 
Mr. Brown was a certainty. 

Several candidates -were nominated: for 
senior and junior vice commanders, but at 
the last instant all withdrew in favor of 
Armstrong for the senior position and Fenton 
for the junior place, and both men were 
chosen unanimously. 

Archbishop Ireland had no rivals for the 
position of chaplain in chief. 

Mrs. Carrie Sparkling of St. Louis was 
tonight elected national president of the 
Women's Relief corps. 


Debate on Wirz Monument. 

The encampment tomorrow will debate the 
proposition to pass a resolution protesting 
arainst the erection of a monument to Capt. 
Wirz, who was in charge of Andersonville 
prison and whose cruelties to Union pris- 
oners of war filled the north with horror. The 
proposed monument is to be erected by 
southern women. 

The present probability is that some ani- 
mated discussion will follow the introduction 
of any resclution on the matter. Despite the 
fact that Commander in Chief Tanner so 
strongly urged in his message that a protest 
be made against the erection of a monument 
to the memory of Wirz, there is a pro- 
nounced feeling among the delegates that 
the matter is not one of which the Grand 
Army at this time should take official notice. 


Corporal Tanner’s Views. 

Commander-in-Chief Tanner, touching on 
the proposed monument, said that Anderson- 
ville was the property of the Woman's Re- 
lief corps and that nomonument to Wirz ever 
would be permitted upon the property, but 
there wae no legal power to prevent anyone 
so disposed from purchasing a plot of ground 
near Andersonville and erecting thereon, any 
monument that might be desired. He dé- 
clared, however, that the veterans of the 
Confederate army were not in appreciable 
degree interested in the movement. The 
whole project, he said, had its impetus and 
force among the women of the South. After 
deprecating the necessity for calling public 
attention to the matter, he said: 

“As one who welcomes with joy every 
movement calculated to assuage the linger- 
ing pains of that mighty conflict, I deprecate 
to the last degree any movement of the kind 
proposed, and I think that it is due to our- 
selves, to our great organization, and to the 
truth of history that this encampment should 
place on record before the public at large 
a most forcible and dignified protest against 
any such impious shaft being permitted to 
raise its head towards high heaven.” 


Growing in Membership. 

The reports of Adjt. Gen. Tweedale, Quar- 
termaster General Battles, Judge Advocate

Dillingham put an end to 
this discussion tonight when he announced 
he had no intention of putting Mrs. Cartet- 
Payne out in any of her old plays. 


Contract for Five Years, 

Nine managers nave been pleading with the 
actress to sign contracts with them. Late 
this afternoon the actress called up Mr. Dil- 
lingham by telephone and asked him if he 
was ready to sign a contract with her. The 
manager said he was. Mrs. Carter-Payne 
then directed him to go to the office of her 
attorney, Edward Lauterbach, and the ac- 
tress joined him there. The contract is for 
the next five years and was drawn up and 
signed before a notary. The contract calls 
for the appearance of the actress not only 
in this country but also in London and Paris.

PASTOR’SDUAL LIFE WEIRD 


LIFE OF MINISTER WHO BURNED 
CHURCH BEATS FICTION. 


Lunacy Commission 
C. Stuart Bain, Waterloo, N. Voy 
Mentally Unbalanced—His Life a 
Mixture of Intense Piety and De« 
bauchery—Once Liwed in Chicago, 
Once a Tramp Waiter, and Once in 
Prison, 


Finds the Rev. 


Weterloo, N. Y., Aug. 16.—[{Special.]—The 
lunacy commission in the case of the Rev. C. 
Stuart Bain, the Baptist minister who de- 
stroyed his own church by fire last spring, 
today declared him insane. He was com- 
mitted to Mattewan State hospital. 

The report of the commission shows that 
Bain had led a remarkable dual life. While 
a student in the theological seminary at Bel- 
fast, Ireland, thirty years ago, he was ar- 
rested for theft and committed to an insane 
asylum. A year after his discharge his mother 
sent him to this country. In 1887 he com- 
menced a course of study at the McCormick 
Theological seminary in Chicago. He en- 
tered the ministry in 1889 and@ for the next 
twelve years his life was shown to be a rec- 
ord of intense religious fervor, interrupted at 
irregular intervals by lapses into debauchery 
of the lowest type. 


Lived Life of a Tramp. 

He was deposed from the ministry, lived 
the life of a tramp, and underwent a term of 
imprisonment. In the fall of 1902 he wasa 
waiter in New York and lived a life of dissi- 
pation. 

In 1905 he again was in a deeply religious 
state, and a Baptist clergyman officiating in 
Newburg, N. ¥. His reformation is said to 
have been due to the influence of women who 
found him on a slumming tour. 

Bain confessed to the commission he fired 
the church so as to win sympathy, his popu- 
larity having been on the wane. 


Pastor Vanishes with Funds. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. George H. Culley, pastor of the Sixth 
Christian Church of Disciples of Christ, in 
West Philadelphia, has disappeared and with 
him nearly $2,000 belonging to’ the church 
and the Sabbath, school. The members of 
his congregation ,hhave just discovered that 
Culley has been gone two weeks and a war- 
rant has been sworn out by the board of 
trustees for his arrest. Cully had been pas- 
tor of the church number of years. To 
lift a mortgage the congregation raised 
$1,800, after much scraping, and handed it 
to the minister in March, 19065. A few weeks 
ago they learned the mortgage never had 
been paid. 


RIOTING IN PHILADELPHIA; 
JEWS ATTACKED BY STRIKERS. 


Former Employes of Shirt Factory 
Precipitate Serious Clash When 
They Make Raid on Nonunionists. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—A 
crowd of 800 strikers, formerly employed in 
the shirt factory of Tuttleman Bros. & Fag- 
gen, Bighth and Snyder avenues, attacked a 
band of nonunion men, all of whom were 
Jews, as the latter were leaving the factory 
tonight, precipitating a riot which lasted 
two hours, and in which the entire neighbor- 
hood joined. Unoffending Jews in the vicin- 
ity were attacked and several were bruised 
and cut. 

From 6 until 8 o’clock Snyder avenue and 
al’ intersecting streets within a quarter of a 
mile of the factory werecrowded. The howl- 
ing, shouting, punching, kicking mob utterly 
defied the efforts of the police. 

The rioters fought without reason. A num- 
ber of houses in the neighborhood were forced 
open and the rioters dashed in, dragged out 
the furniture and smashed it to bits, using 
the fragments for clubs with which to strike 
right and left in the crowd. 

A riot call was sent to every police station 
south of Market street and east of Schuylkill, 
but it took twelve sergeants, fifteen mounted 
men, and 200 policemen two hours toclear the 
streets and disperse the rfoters. A hundred 
persons were beaten and bruised. Eight 
arrests Were made. 


SHOT IN QUARREL OVER GIRL. 


Young Men Fight and One Is Shot, Prob- 
ably Fatally—Assailant Is 
Arrested. 


Barney Chesney, aged 17, 36 Eldridge ave- 
nue, was probably fatally shot last night by’ 
John Wolf, aged 18, after they had quarreled 
over a girl to whom both were paying at- 
tentions. They met at Pidridge and Drake 
avenues. After words were exchanged 
Wolf, drawing a revolver, placed it against 
the neck of Chesney and fired. Chesney was 
taken to St. Elizabeth’s hospital. Wolf was

It is said that he is again subject to 
delusions about money matters, and that he 
imagines he has made large deposits in the 
bank upon which he is free to draw.

The 
Nineteenth ward delegates, as well as those 
from the southern part of. the Seventeenth, | 
united in the statement Kunz had got a gold 
brick, but he seemed to be satisfied and that 
Was all there was to it. 

' Kunz is handicapped in all manner of ways. 
Outside of his personal record, beginning in 
1886, when as a clerk In the north side post-. 
office under the name of Stanley King he 
Was indicted by the federal grand jury on the 
charge of theft, and continuing through years 
of peculiar service in the city council, there 
are many other things to make him unpopular 
in the district. 

His Polish nationality has been his political 
capital in the Sixteenth ward, which is over- 
whelmingly Polish, but now he has to run 
‘fn the Eighteenth and Nineteenth wards, 
where there are no Poles, and the Seven- 
teenth, where the Poles are confined to the 
northern precincts. Im these wards the Irich 
form the backbone of the democratic party, 
‘and the Jrish and Poles never did mix well. 
In addition, Charles McGavin, his opponent, 
is an Irishman. As for the Sixteenth, he 
cannot expect much help even among his 
Own people, as they defeated him for the 
council when he ran last spring. 


Hurt by Vote on License. 


But his main trouble will be over his coun- 
ell votes on the $1,000 saloon license ordi- 
mance. He not only voted for it, but his vote 
Was the turn of the tide which passed it. It 
Was this which beat him for alderman in the 
Sixteenth ward last spring and which is ex- 
pected to beat him for ecngress next fall. 
The saloon interests are strong in all the 
wards which make up the district, and are 
out after his scalp. He has no chance of re- 
couping through church and good govern- 
ment, as he is hardly the kind of congression- 
al candidate they would care to vote for. 

This district was one which the democratic 
congressional committee felt sure of regain- 
ing. Before yesterday it was an extremely 
optimistic republican who would challenge 
, the claim. Now the democrats themselves 

acknowledge they have again lost the dis- 
trict. They say Kunz is impcssible. 


Nominate and Boom Foss. 


In the Tenth district republican convention 
which renominated Congressman George E. 
Foss a boom for Foss for United States sen- 
ator to succeed Hopkins was started. At 
least it is supposed to be for senator, al- 
though the way the resolution reads it might 
be president or governor. As IlilNnois is 
pretty thoroughly committed to “ Uncle 
Joe"’ Cannon as its presidential candidate, 
however. and Mr. Foss’ ambitione have al- 
ways been confined to Washington, the sen- 
atorship is the natural inference.

Gatherings of Both Parties Make Se-

George W. Smith of Murphysboro was re- 
nominated by acclamation by the republicans 
of the Twenty-fifth district in convention at 
Cairo. This is the tenth time Smith has been 
nominated. Joseph G. Cannon was indorsed 
for the presidency, 

In the convention of the Fifteenth dietrict 
republicans at Galesburg George W. Prince, 
who was renominated, declared that Roose- 
yelt must lHsten to the. voice of the people and 
consent to a renomination. This sentiment 
was cheered with enthusiasm. 


Declare War on Sullivan. 

Congressman Henry T. Rainey of Carroll- 
ton was nominated by the democrats for the 
third time as representative from the Twen- 
tieth district. Judge Oaten P. Thompson 
was chairman of the committee on resolu- 
tions which denounced Roger C. Sullivan, 
claiming that he secured his position as mem- 
ber of the national committee through fraud, 
and demanding his removal.

Sullivan in Peace Move.

PARIS PAPER SAYS IT WILL GIVE 
NEBRASEAN SUPPORT. 


Declares the Fact He Has Been Recog- 
nized by the European Rulers Will 
Appeal to the American Pride anda 
Will Gain .Votes in the Coming 
Presidential Election — Roosevelt’s 
Popularity Cited as Proof That Per- 
sonality Wins. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

_ PARIS, Aug. 16.—The Temps today pub- 
lishes a long article on William J. Bryan, 
singling him from the mass of Americans 
who are giving life to the boulevards this 
month as one who has a greater claim to 
the public attention by reason of his quality 
as an “applicant.” After recapitulating the 
events of his life, the Temps says: 


“Following his last defeat, his career 


seemed to be ended in the eyés of many, but 


he today is trying to reconquer the situation 
by cultivating the Yankee vanity. The great 
republic has been for some years, and now 
is, the prey of the demon pride, as seen first 
when it married its daughters to European 
nobles and when its ambassadors eclipsed 
those of the older empires by their luxury 
and their fortunes. So now President Roose- 
velt flatters the American love of self by the 
place he occupies in international] chronicles. 


Roosevelt Rival of Kaiser. 

tC His diplomatic exploits, his books on so- 
cial morals, his telegrams, and his photo- 
graphs, which ‘fill the old world journals 
make him the rival of the kaiser. To nothing 
is the American heart more sensitive than to 
alb this. 

“ Bryan seems to comprehend this—that 
the presidential election will be less a ques- 
tion of political program than a question of 
personality—and he has gone around the 
world in pursuit of personal glory. From 
Turkey he went to St. Petersburg, where his 
presence Was signalized by the first session 
of the duma. He saw Count Tolstoi and 
reached Trondjhem on coronation de y. Then 
he skipped Germany to get to England 
where he seized the Opportunity offered by 
the interparHamentary ccngress to deliver a 
superb harangue. 


“Will Be Welcomed Home.”

BERLIN, Aug. 16.—Mayor McClellan of 
New York, in reply to an inquiry, said today 
he did not desire the democratic nomination 
for govegnor of New York, declaring he had 
troubles enough as mayor. He considered 
it impossible for W. R. Hearst to secure the 
regular démocratic nomination. He also 
thought Jerome would take an independent 
nomination if he could get it. Hecontinued; 

“I have been looking into municipal gov- 
ernment in Europe and I must say I fall to 
find the boasted superiority in Germany of 
which we are accustomed to hear so much in 
America, particularly where the virtues of 
municipal operation of street tramways are 
so regularly held up as a lesson. The few 
examples I have seen are wholly bad. The 
Frankfort and Dresden municipally owned 
lines not only handle a traffic judged incon- 
siderable by American standards, but do so 
inefficiently and inadequately. I am more 
than ever convinced that municipal opera- 
tion is the last desperate resort, to be in- 
voked only when private enterprise has been 
tried and failed. 

‘‘ Here in Berlin one extraordinary defi- 
ciency is the failure to regulate traffic on 
prominent street corners In Unter den Lin- 
den, for example, flercely mustached and 
helmeted men astride horses glare at fright- 
ened drivers and pedestrians, while traffic 
goes awry and remains in chaos. 

‘‘T was awakened last night by asphalt re- 
pairs beneath my hotel window and learned 
that street repairs were mostly executed in 
the night time, so as not to interfere with 
traffic. I consider that a good scheme.”

Story of Wednesday’s Massacre. 

Additional details of. the of the 
massacre yesterday are coming to light. It 
being a Roman Catholic feast, the day of 
the assumpti thousands had teken ad- 
vantage of the tiful weather and com- 
plete calm to spend a day in the country. No- 
body suspected that the revolutionists were 
preparing for massacre, for nothing could 
have been more peaceful than Warsaw at 
10 o'clock on Wednesday morning, so far as 
could be judged by surface indications, 

Then bands of armed terrorists suddenly 
appeared upon the streets and attacked 
simultaneously the policemen on their posts 
and the patrols in different parts of the city. 

The first fatality was reported from the 
suburb of Woje, where a policeman was shot 
and killed. An hour later a policeman and 
two soldiers and a marshal were shot in 
Kowska street. 

About 1 o’clock tn the afternoon news be- 
gan to arrive from all parts of the city of 
murders of policemen, gendarmes ané sol- 
diers. Strong detachments of infantry, 
dragoone and Cossacks were then ordered 
out and they dispersed the crowds, using 
their swords, rifles and bayonets. The peo- 
ple fied in terror to their homes, and by 
evening the streets were deserted. 


Through Horrible Scenes. 

LONDON, Aug. 17, 3 a. m.—The Tribune's 
Warsaw correspondent telegraphs a descrip- 
tion of the scenes witnessed by him after the 
disturbances Wednesday. He says: 

“ The scenes in the morgues were horrible. 
In one I counted thirty-two civillan bodies, 
all dirty and dressed as they fell. 

‘The people have grown calous with too 
much death. I was shocked to hear a young 
girl laugh heartily at the sight of a woman 
the top of whose head had been torn off by a 
bomb. 

‘** Last night resulted in an orgie of blood 
in the Jewish quarter. The number of per- 
sons clubbed or bayonetted exceeds 300.”’ 


Details by Way of Berlin.

WAR ON NEGRO. MILITARY. 


‘MORE TROUBLE ca seewenst CITI- 
ZENS AND TROOPS FEARED. 


Residents of Brownsville, Tex., De- 
clare They Will Shoot Down Colored 
Soldiery if Opportunity Is Offered— 
Gevernor Sends Rangers to Scene 
in, Efert to Prevent Clash, Which 
Seems Imminent—Official Report to 
Washington Authorities, 


Brownsville, Tex., Aug. 16—Further 
trouble is feared here with the negro troops. 
A citizens’ guard of 150 men is stationed 
along the road between this city and Fort 
Brown, and if the negroes attempt to leave 
the garrison it is the avowed purpose of the 
citizens to shoot them down. Four hundred 
rifles were sold to citizens yesterday. 

The report that the officers of the garrison 
are themselves afraid of the negro troops has 
determined the citizens to take no chances. 
Many people are leaving their homes on the 
side of the city near Fort Brown. . 

Additional appeal is being made to Gov. 
Lanham to send state troops. Business is 
nearly suspended inthe city. 

It is reported that the Texas national guard 
troops now attending. the maneuvers at Camp 
Mabry are clamoring to be sent to Browns- 
ville. Sensational rumors have inflamed the 
militiamen, and it is now believed that the 
negro raiders committed the recent acts in 
Brownsville for the reported intention of 
Texas militiamen to uge ball cartridges in the 
event the United States permitted the negro 
troops to participate in the Camp Mabry 
maneuvers.

Brownsville, which was alleged to have been 
caused by the presence of negro soldiers.

‘“‘ A shooting occurred in Brownsville about

“ Taking the testimony of President Cleve- 
land and Samuel Gompers as to the deplora- 
ble condition in 1894, 1805, and 1806, it will 
readily be seen that the industrial develop- 
ment of the country both as affecting labor 
and capital has been at the rate of 100 per 
cent in ten years. 

“There has been much discussion, and no 
little confusion over the effort to compare 
the reldtive increase in wages and cost of 
living in the last few years. The labor bu- 
reau of the United States in its last bulletin 
on this question made a careful analysis 
for the fourteén years from 1890 to 1904. In 
that comparison and analysis it was shown 
that the weekly earnings of all employés 
had increased 53.4 per cent from 1894 to 1904, 
and that the retail prices of food products 
had increased in the same time only 12 per 
cent. This, I believe, is the only careful and 
scientific investigation that has been made 
on the subject. 

Factory by the Farm. 

“The republican party has always fol- 
lowed the maxim, ‘ The factory by the farm,’ 
that there may be the closest possible ex- 
change between the two great bodies of pro- 
ducers. Qne of the old complaints here in 
the west was that the manufacturing was 
principally in the east; but the continuation 
of a settled policy af protection has gradu- 
ally extended the industrial development to 
the west and south, bringing agriculture and 
manufacture closer together. 

“ The new statistics of manufactures com- 
piled by the United States census office last 
year show more clearly than any previous 
census the general benefit of the protective 
policy. The prosperity that has come to the 
country under the Dingley law has not been 
spasmodic nor sectional, except that it has 
preduced greater extension of manufacturing 
into the central, western, and southern 
states. The new census shows, first, that 
there has been a larger per cent of increase 
in the capital put into manufacturing plants 
in the last five years than there has been 
in the product of theseindustries. The actual 
increase in capital was $3,700,000,000, or 41 
per cent greater than the capital invested in 
1900. The actual increase in output was 
$8,864,000,000, or about -30 per cent over that 
of 1900. Capital has grown confident of its 
investment and has turned back into the 
plants a larger share of its earnings, to in- 
crease the demand for labor agd ultimately 
increase the output. 

“This census also shows that In the five 
years from:1900 to 1905 the increase fn the 
number of wage earners was 16 per cent over 
the number in 1900, and the total wages paid 
80 per cent greater; in other words, the in- 
crease in the total wages paid was almost 
twice the ratio of the Increase in employ- 
ment. To my mind, there could be no more 
complete answer to thecomplaint that wages 
have not advanced since 1900. 

Where Industry Is Growing. 

“ But the most significant figures in the 
new census are those which show where the 
greatest increase tn industrial plants, capital 
employment, wages, and output took place. 
It was in the central, western, and southern 
states which a few years ago were desig- 
nated simply as agricultural sections of the 
country. Of the $3,500,000,000 of new capital 
put into industrial plants in these five years 
more than one-half of it was in the central, 
western, and southern states: 

“New England increased her industrial 
capital only $264,000,000. The middle At- 
lantic states $1,384,000,000, and the south- 
ern states $575,000,000, the central states 
$1,114.000,000, and the far western states 
$271,000,000. The percentages of increase 
were: New England 24 per cent, middie At- 
lantic states 37.5 per cent, southern 72 per 
cent, central 42 per cent, and western 73 per 
cent. 

“While the increase in the old manufac- 
turing centers of the east was normal and 
healthy the increase in the central, western, 
and southern states was in the nature ofa 
greater boom in the industrial development. 

“The comparative increase in labor and 
wages alsO was much greater in the west 
and south than in the old manufacturing cen- 
ters of the east. The increase in wage- 
earners in New England in the five years was 
littlé more than 10 per cent and the total 
wages paid 19.4 per cent. In the middle At- 
lantic states the increases were wage earn- 
ers 16 per cent, total wages 25.8 per cent; 
southern states wage earners 22 per cent, 
total wages 49.4 per cent; central states wage 
earners 15.7 per cent, wages 32 per cent; 
western states wage earners 20 per cent, 
wages 59 per cent. 


“More than this; the wonderful develop- 


ment of manufacturing industry in the south 
and west has already moved the industrial 
center of the country nearer to its geograph- 
ical center, and it is safe to say that today 
fully one-half of the capital, wage earners’ 
wages paid, and output from our manufac- 
tures is in the central, southern, and western 
states. The industrial census of 1906 shows 
this and demonstrates that under the eco- 
nomic policy of the republican party, with its 
steady and prosperous development, our 
manufacturing has steadily advanced into 
the great agricultural sections, placing the 
factory beside the farm, to make the ex- 
change between the two great bodies of pro- 
ducers the more direct and equitable, and 
make them more dependent upon each other. 


Farmers Are Thriving, Too. 

“ Not alone in manufacturing has there 
been this doubling up process in prosperity 
under republican administration. The farm- 
ers have doubled their crops and the money 
they have received in exchange. The farm 
value of those three staple crops of the west, 
corn, wheat, and oats, in 1896 amounted to 
$0934,000.000, and last year it aggregated 
$1,912,000,000, or more than double the value 
in the last year of democratic administra- 
tion. The value of farm animals also 
doubled tn the same period, increasing from 
$1,728,000,000 in 1896 bo $8,675,000,000 in 1906. 

“ This prosperity to the farmer was not 
confined to the corn and wheat belt of the 
country. Like the rain, which falis on the 
just and unjust alike, it descended upon our 
friends in the south, who still refuse to be- 
lieve that prosperity can exist under repub- 
lican podcies. The value of the cotton crop 
went from $319,000,000 In 1896 to more than 
$600,000,000 in 1904. the last year for which we 
have. etatistics. The miners doubled their 
output of coal and iron, and in every jine 
of industrial development the last ten years 
have been in harmony with the scriptural 
injunction to make two blades of grass grow 
where one grew before. 


Farm Trade Has Doubled. 


‘Our farm trade has been along the same 
double track lines, our imports increased 
from $780,000,000 in 1896 to $1,227,000,000 in 
1906, and our exports from $8838,000,000 in 
1896 to $1,744,000,000 In 1906. The total vol- 
ume of our foreign trade in 1896 amounted 
to $1,662,000,000, and in 1906 to $2,970,000,000, 
Add to that our trade with Porto Rico, Ha- 
wall and the Philippines, which amounted 
to $75,000,000, and we have in the last year 
a grand total of $3,045,000,000 as the amount 
of business done between the people of the 
Tinited States and the rest of the world. This 
is greater than the foreign commerce of any 
other nation, Great Britain alone excepted, 
and that because that nation imports her 
food products, her imports being almost 
double her exports, while our exports exceed 
our imports by half a billion dollars. 

" Tinder the policy of protection the United 
States produces one-third of the manufac- 
tured and agricultural products of the civ- 
ilize@ world. Our labor receives double the 
compensation that labor receives in Great 
Britain, and three times the compensation 
paid to labor on the continent of 
Europe. Ninety-three per cent of this 
product Is consumed by our own people, and 
the comparatively small surplus that goes 
abroad makes us the greatest exporting na- 
tion on earth. In the rapid development of 
the country we not only live_better than any 
other people, but from the savings of pro- 
duction we have become the weatthiest na- 
tion on earth. 


Tariff and the Trusts. 

“ While this unprecedented prosperity has 
come in less than a decade of republican ad- 
ministration, and the Dingley tariff law has 
demonstrated that it is a revenue producer 
both for the people and the government, we 
occasionally hear the old wail that the tariff 
is the mother of trusts and the shelter of 
monopoly. The tariff revisionists are, how- 
ever, answering their own complaints. 
find in the New York Times, one of the 
ablest and most uncompromising organs of 
tariff revision, an editorial showing that the 
giant steel trust is no longer looked upon by 
free traders as a monopoly, and that it has 
steadily declined in its proportions of the 
stee] since its organization. The Times says: 

‘The widest interest in the steel corporation re- 
port attaches to what is least discussed—that is, the 
conditions in the trade as reflected by the first hand 
facts now available. It is true that the steel cor- 
poration is not the steel trade. Big as it is, it is 
not the majority interest, in fact, ite proportion 
of the trade is relatingly declining, while concur- 
rently it is breaking its own records of production 
and earnings. Its production of pig has fluctuated 
since its organization within a narrow range and 
without decided trend, standing now at 44 per 
cent of the country’s total. Its production of open 


hearth and Bessemer castings has fallen by about 
8 per cent to 47 per cent. Its dominance {s greatest 
in the wire nail product, which, although declining, 
remains at 66 per cent. In short, the trust ts not 
by any means a monopoly, and yet it is impossible 
that the trust should prosper arid the trade 
Janguish. 


Tariff Schedules Not Perfect. 

* All legislation, and especially revenue 
legislation, is the result of compromise. It 
must inevitably be so in order to command, 
as, of course, is necessary, a majority vote 
in both house and senate. It is, therefore, 
impossible to secure perfection in each sched- 
ule of a tariff bill, but I have no hesitatior 
in saying that the present revenue law, 
known a# the Dingley law, all things con- 
sidered, is the most perfect and just cus- 
toms revenue law ever enacted. The genera! 
distress and industrial conditions prevailing 
throughout the country at the time of its 
enactment helped to make it so, because it 
brought all the people together. 

‘In times of prosperity when it is attempt- 
ed to enact tariff legislation, the selfishness 
of the people is appealed to, but when there 
is industrial depression, different interest¢ 
are more inclined to get together for the 
general good. 

“The Dingley bill was substantially the 
first legislation under the administration of 
William McKinley. It was enacted ata time 
when the revenyes of the government were 
short, when all our people, on farm, In mine, 
and in factory, were unable to realize reason- 
able profits upon their respective products, 
and when consumption was at a minimum 
for the want of steady employment by our 
people at fair wages. In its operations that 
law has spread more evenly and justly over 
all production in the United States than any 
tariff law previously enacted. Under its 
workings there came hope, confidence, em- 
ployment, profitable production, and univer- 
al prosperity, which has grown and in- 
creased from ydar to year up to the present 
time. Under it the people worked out their 
own salvation. 


Where the Democrats Stand. 


*“ It did not, and does not, please the demo- 
cratic party. That party denounces the 
policy of protection as robbery and declares 
for a tariff for revenue only. This has been 
the position of the democratic party for many 
years; it is its position today, and the position 
of all its leaders, including William J. Bryan 
and John Sharp Williams, the leader of the 
minority in the house of representatives, 
who time and again during the late session of 
congress proclaimed the policy of his party 
to be, if clothed with power, not to destroy 
protection absolutely at one fell swoop—over 
night, as he expressed it—but to journey 
towards a tariff forrevenueonly. He would 
not kill the patient outright, but would grad- 
ually starve it to death. 

“Buch policy means less wages for labor, 
both skilled and unskilled, in every avenue 
of production; and with decrease of wages 
and slack employment the great mass of the 
people would become less valuable customers 
to all other producers. Such a policy would 
act and react upon all our people who are 
customers for each other, and we would have 
the “‘ nightmare "’ of 1898 and 1897 repeated. 


Danger in Tariff Revision. 

“Tariff revision tn time of prosperity al- 
ways has and always will halt business ac- 
tivity, production, and commerce. The man- 
ufacturer will lessen his output, for he fears 
to pile up his product unless there is a rea- 
sonable certainty of realizing ite cost anda 
fair profit. The farmer halts in making im- 
provements and consumes less, because there 
is a shortened demand for his products. The 
decrease in the wagee of labor alone pending 
revision would amount to many hundred 
million d@ollare. Where there is confidence 
and prosperity without precedent there 
would be doubt and destruction of confidence. 

“tT heartily indorse the platform lately 
adopted by the republicans of Indiana, which, 
in substance, says that the repyblican party 
will revise the tariff when it will do more 
good than harm to the great mass of the 
pecple. 

Danger in Democratic Success. 

“ It is vital that the republican party should 
remain in power for the coming two years, 
in order that the legislative and executive 
departments of the government should con- 
tinue in harmony. Ifour friends, theenemy, 
should be successful in electing a bouse of 
representatives in November next that 
body in the sixtieth congress would not be 
in harmony with the senate or with the pres- 
ident. There would be a ‘ tieup,’ 50 to speak, 
in legislation. 

“Pyurthermore, their success would be 
claimed by our democratic friends to be an 
evidence of dissatisfaction on the part of the 
people with the l@gisiation enacted by the 


republican congress, as well ae an evidence 
of dissatisfaction with the president, and an 
assurance of complete power to be given to 
them in 1908, to enable them to carry out their 
policies. Their success, conservatively speak- 
ing, would halt production and consumption, 
and, necessarily, busines# and commerce, at 
least one-tenth. Instead of forging abead, 


as we are now doing in every producing and 
business avenue, we would halt, aye, more, 
we would retrograde. . 


How the Laborer Is Interested. 


“ Education, invention, capital, and labor 
have struck hands. The forces of natureare 
utilized in production for the benefit of 
both producer and consumer. This condition 
necessarily requires the combined activities 
of employer and employé. Naturally, differ- 
ences arise between the two as to what is a 
proper wage, or, in other words, as to a fair 


borers found it necessary to coJperate with 
each other and act together in determining 
from time to time what was due them in the 
division of the profits. 

” According to the last census 30,000,000 of 
our. people are employed itn gainful occupa-~- 
tions, and 3,000,000, according to the state- 
ment of Mr. Gompers, are organized in what 
is popularly known as unions. I feel quite 
sure that such organizations of labor have, 
as & rule, been useful, not only to the labor- 
er but to the employer as well, and to the 
whole citizenship of the republic. If I were 
engaged in such occupation I have no doubt 
I would be a member of the organization. 

“But it is absolutely necessary before: 
there can be a contest about a division of 
profits that there should be profits to divide. 
Therd was but little profit to divide under the 
last Administration of Grover Cleveland. 
There was much profit to divide under the 
administration of William McKinley, and 
there is much profit to divide under the ad- 
whinistration of Theodore Roosevelt, and 
labor, on the average, has been receiving 4 
larger share of the profits in increasing 
wages every year since the election of Mc- 
Kinley. 

Government by ae, : 

“ There has been much criticism ana muc 
denunciation against alleged ‘ government by 
injunction,’ and violent attacks have been 
made upon the judiciary of the United States. 
During the late session of congress, labor 
leaders differed as to the legislation that was 
desired. Mr. Gompers, professing to speak 
for the American Federation of Labor, de- 
nounced the so-called Fuller @ill, pending 
before the house committee, on the judiciary, 
and advocated by Mr. H. R. Fuller, the repre- 
sentative of the railway labor unions, in the 
most bitter terms as being opposed to human 
liberty and the rights of labor. Mr. Gompers, 
with Mr. Spelling, his attorney, advocated a 
bill introduced by request by Representa- 
tive Pearre, and pending before the same 
committee, which in substance prohibited 
United States courts from issuing injunctions 
in any case between employer and employé 
unless necessary to prevent irreparable in- 
jury to property or te a property right of 
the party. making the application, for which 
injury there is no adequate remedy at law, 
and in the next sentence provided, ‘ And for 
the purpose of this act no right to carry on 
business of any particular kind or at any 
particular place, or at ali, shall be construed, 
held, considered, or treated as property or as 
constituting a property right.’ 

“Mr. Spelling, speaking for Mr. Gompers 
and himself, claimed that such legislation 
ought to be enacted. It being near the end 
of the session further consideration of the 
proposed legislation by the house judiciary 
committee was postponed until the next ses- 
sion of congress. 

‘ Speaking for myself, I am not in favor 
of this legislation demanded by Mr. Gompers. 
The power of the courts to issue writs of. 
injunction to prevent irreparable injury to 
property or to a property right for which 
there Is no adequate remedy at law, is older 
than the constitution, and as well established 
as any other principle of law or equity, The 
inalienable rights of each citizen, be he weak 
or strong, is to come and go to and from his 
property without molestation, and to carry on 
business thereon, and, in the exercise of such 
right, he is entitled to call upon the govern- 
ment for protection through the courts. 

“Mr, Gompers claime that in contests 
growing out of strikes or lockouts he is op- 
posed to violence on the part of any one 
connected with the controversy. I will not 
question the goo@ faith of the claim, but I 
do say that if the legisiation he demands 
were enacted destruction of property by irre- 
sponsible persons in such controversies 
would increase. 

“ Again, if such legisiation were enacted, 
under its cover vicious and irresponsible

But Mr. Cannon has allowed the re- 
publicans of his district to put him in 
nomination, when he could have bottled 
their enthusiasm if he had pleased. Pre- 
sumably, he wilk“not request the state 
convention to be silent. He will be quite 
as much a candidate as if he were to say 
openly that he wanted the nomination. 
He will be the candidate of Illinois. It 
will ask the regublicans of other states 
to unite with them in his support. Those 
who have “favorite sons” at home with 
whom they believe, or profess to believe, 
Mr. Bryan can most easily be beaten 
may be reluctant to accept the invitation. 
Republicans who are not thus tied down 
may concentrate their affections on the 
rugged statesman of Illinois. He is no 
stranger to them. They know him to be 
experienced, sagacious, and fearless.

It is not Hikely that it will do much to bring 
about* more intimate commercial relations 
between this country and South America. 
Tariff revisers, merchants, and manufac- 
turers can do more effective work in that 
direction than anybody else. Changes in 
the American tariff calculated to stimulate 
South American trade are afar off. 


THE RED CROSS INSIGNIA. 


A mandown east was heavily fined a few 
days ago because he hissed the American 
flag. His act did not hurt the flag, but the 
fime came in recognition to the sentimental 
feeling of reverence for a bit of cloth with 
a storied past, the accepted emblem of a 
free people. It is this sentiment which has 
had such influence in discouraging the use 
of the flag for advertising purposes. Itisa 
sentiment for which men have.been willing 
to give their lives. 

The feeling for the red cress sign is much 
the same sort. That emblem has won the 
respect and the admiration of the whole 
world. It has appeared in places of the 
greatest danger and suffering, always at- 
tending those who were seeking the relief 
of their fellows. On the battlefield among 
the dead and dying; in cities visited by 
scourge of pestilence, earthquake, or fire; 
where water has swept away homes and 
brought great devastation; where the pris- 
oner has languished amid his pains; where 
the poor have wasted away because of the 
lack of the necessaries of life, there the red 
cross banner has brought hope and cheer. 
It has been the red badge of courage, the 
guidon of life and strength. 

f Because of its honored use in the past 
there ought to be general determination on 
the part of citizens to further in every way 
the aim of the representatives of the Red 
Cross society to prevent the use of the in- 
signia for commercial purposes. At the re- 
cent conference of such societies at Geneva 
® convention was agreed upon that each of 
the countries represented by delegates 
would, through its society officials, make 
every attempt to discourage the barbers, 
the druggists, and the manufacturers of 
proprietary medicines from using as a trade 
mark a sign upon which there can be no 
copyright, perhaps, but one which the senti- 
ment of a grateful world should protect be- 
eause of what it has brought about in many 
a place of woe. 

It is not particularly to the credit of the 
United States, either, that its citizens should 
be singled out as the principa! offenders 
against what might be counted interma- 
tional decency. We have slight regard for 
anything in this country. The commercia} 
spirit is strong, and yet here is a place 
where public opinion can accomplish the de- 
sired results even if the money making deal- 
ers who have made the mistake of prostitut- 
ing the emblem do not quickly yield to the 
request of those to whom the red crass 
epeaks of a nobler work. 

In many states strict laws have been 
passed to prevent the use by unauthorized 
persons of the badges or other insignia of a 


from some battlefield, the dead, the fatally 
injured, and the prostrated among. the vet- 
erans together making a total of nearly 
sixty persons for whom the attempt to march 
even so short a distance as two miles proved 
too great a task. As one writer phrased it, 
“that was as heavy a list of casualties as 
attended some of the battles of the Spanish- 
American war, so far as the American 
troops were concerned.” By way of con- 
trast, however, it is mentioned that an II- 
linois soldier, at the age of 90, marched the 
entire distance, much of the time playing the 
same fife with which he inspired his com- 
rades to battle a half century ago. 

It will be a substantia! loss to the reunions 
when the parade is finally abandoned. There 
ean be no doubt that the sight of the veterans 
is inspiriting and of much sentimental value 
from the point of view of patriotic instruc- 
tion. The moral influence is tremendous, 
and the older the men get the more effective 
their line will become. But it is worth 
while to consider whether the cost is not too 
great. More and more as the years go by 
there are those who shun the parade be- 
cause of their bodily ills. The enthusiasm of 
the moment seizes others and they forget 
their feebleness in the presence of a fictitious 
strength which recalls the hardships of war 
time campaigns and makes them feel that 
it is womanish to fail when their comrades 
appear ready for the march. 

Some other forf® of parade might be ar- 
ranged to meet the demand of the sightseers 
,at the reunions, the regular army troops 
‘available and the regiments .of national 
guard of the state in which the reunion is 
held being called into requisition. These 
would cater to the love of military display 
so marked among Americans, and the veter- 
ans, massed at some reviewing point, might 
well be greeted with special deference by 
the young defenders of the nation as they 
pass them by. The stirring of the heart 
when the old boys march is worth much, but 
the death toll is too great among the men 
whose lives are drawing near the end. 


BUSINESS AND PoOLfrics. 

Our genial visitor, Mr. H. G. Wells, 
believes “that the political corruption 
that still plays. so large a part in the 
American problem is a natura] and neces- 
Sary underside to a purely middle class 
organization of society for business. No- 
body is left to watch over the politician.” 
As one of the best representatives of the 
politicians which this system develops, 
he cites Ald. Kenna of Chicago. For 
Kenna, individually, he has words of 
praise. “‘Ald. Kenna is a straight man, 
the sort of man one likes and trusis at 
sight, and he did not invent his profes- 
sion.” He is kind to his followers, he 
helps them, he has a tender spot for their 
wives and children. And he sees that 
they vote, a duty of citizenship which 
they might otherwise forget. 

But with all that can be said for any 
of the men who have stepped into the 
gap left by the failure of “the great mid- 
dle class” to do its duty, Mr. Wells does 
not see that the political skill evolved in 
their experience fits them for the man- 
agement of business enterprises. “If 
public services are to be taken out of the 
hands of such associations of financiers as 
the Standard Oil group they have to be 
put into the hands of politicians resting 
at last upon this sort of basis,” that {s 
to Say, upon the votes of the frequenters 
of Mr. Kenna’s saloon. “ Therein,” says 
Mr. Wells, “resides the impossibility of 
socialism in America.” 

The three lessons which Mr. Wells 
learned by his visit to Mr. Kenna’s sa- 
loon have not all been learned by citizens 
of Chicago who have neither visited the 
same fountain head of political power 
personally nor adequately considered it. 
In the first place, the boss may be a

he does come in contact with men who 
are grateful for the attention and the 
favors shown them. The business man, 
intent upon making money, whose .char- 
acter is revealed in his favorite game of 
poker, the essence of which is “an ex- 
pressionless kind of lying called bluffing,” 
cannot bother to find out the needs of the 
men at the bottom of the scale or to win 
their devotion. He is tuo busy and too 
careful of his reputation to mix with the 
hard drinking, or the idle, or the sporting 
element of his ward. The politician, per- 
haps, would not have made 4 success as 
& business man, but he does realize the 
financial advantage to himself of control- 
ling votes, and he takes time and thought 
for the task. 

The third lesson is that, so long as 
business men attend to business and leave 
politics to the politicians, it is the part 
of wisdom to keep the management of 
business matters, such as the operation 
of public utilities, in the hands of busi- 
ness men and not intrust it to politicians, 
The two lines of activity require differ- 
ent kinds of skill, and the fact that the 
politician is a success in his line is al- 
most certain proof that he will be a fail- 
ure in the other. As Mr. Wells says, so- 
cialism is an impossibility in Amefica at 
present. Private ownership must con- 
tinue until America succeeds in the 
“complex, difficult, and heroic course of 
creating imaginatively and bringing into 
being a new state—a feat no people in 
the world has yet achieved.”

ING CARLOS of Portugal ¢ conveys by 
his appearance the ‘impression of a 


jovial, pleasure loving gourmand, en. 


tirely given over to the pleasures of 

the table, all the time from which he 

can spare being devoted to that particularly 

luxurious form of sport known as battue 

shooting, where the game is driven to the 
muzzies of the gun. 

Yet no impression is more incorrect, and 
the fact that Dom Carlos has a healthy ap- 
petite, a huge avoirdupois, and is content 
with nothing less than thirty to forty strong 
cigars a day does not prevent his being one 
of the most useful sovereigns in Christen- 
dom. 

Passionately fond of the sea and of every- 
thing pertaining thereto, he has applied him- 
self to the study of oceanography with much 
more thoroughness and sincerity than Prince 
Albert of Monaco, for whereas the latter 
contents himself with employing scientists 
and with exploiting their lore for his per- 
gonal glory, King Carlos is His own scien- 
tist, and pursues his researches himself, not 
with any idea of fame, but mainly for the 
purpose of promoting the welfare of the large 
population along the stormbound coast of 
Portugal that derives its livelihood from 
fishing.

States in 1898, and upon reviving all the old 
time maritime giories of the Spanish nation. 
His tastes in this direction have been fos- 
tered and developed since his early childhood 
by a former captain of the navy of the hame 
of De Tejada, who, after being the royal 
lad’s tutor from the time when he was S$ 
years old, became the private secretary of 


his royal pupil when the latter attained hir }, 


majority, and is now known as the count 
d’Andino. 

That Don Alfonso is a superb swimmer we 
all know, but it is not so generally known 
that he is an adept in the art of sailing large 
and small bpats, that he is acquainted with 
every phase of the art of navigation, and 
with all the various devices now applied 
to the modern man of war, and that he often 
takes the wheel of his 1,600 ton steam yacht 
Giralda, and pilots it himself into port at 
the various seacoast towns and cities that 
line the coast of Spain. He is more eager 
for naval glory than for military laurels, 
and this is a matter which it will be well 
to bear in mind in the future.

Young Lord Compton, whose coming of age 
has been celebrated with so much splendor 
at Compton Wynyates, one of the most beau- 
tiful places in England, is the eldest son 
and heir of the marquis of Northampton, 
who, despite tne antiquity and luster of his 
ancestry and the vastness of his wealth, !s 
a radical of the most advanced description. 
His radicalism, which borders on socialism, 
comes to him not by inheritance but by con- 
viction. He is one of the most philanthropic 
of men, and has devoted a considerabie 
amount of his time and of his money to char- 
itable work in the poorer districts of Lon- 
don, where he has extensive landed inter- 
ests, owning a considerable portion of that 
part of the metropolis known as Clerkenwe!!, 
and it was while engaged in this work that 
he by degrees became converted to the po- 
litical opinions which he now holds. 

The family traces back its descent to Os- 
bert of Compton, who flourished in the reign 
of King Henry II., and who was the son of 
Turchil of Arden, an Anglo-Saxon chieftain, 
who, according to history, deserted from 
King Harold to William the Conqueror just 
before the battle of Hastings. From this 
contemporary of the Norman conquest the 
present marquis is descended in an unbroken 
line, and the family was already in posses- 
sion of the estate of Compton Wynyates, its 
present home, at the time when the ““‘Dooms- 
day! Book ’? was compiled, nearly 1,000 years 
ago.

What may be described as the fortunes of 
the’ house, however, date from Sir William 
Compton, who was the whipping boy, child- 
hood playmate, and boyhood friend of King 
Henry VIII., whom he attended at the Field 
of the Cloth of Gold, besides being his am- 
bassador to Emperor Charles, chancellor of 
Ireland, and one of the principal participants 
of the battle of Spurs. It was he who built 
the present mansion at Compton Wynyates, 
on the site and on the foundations of the 
older house. It is perhaps the finest of the 
half timbered country seats of England, a 
strange mixture of Tudor castle and of cot- 
tage, with turrets, embattled walis, tim- 
bered gable ends, and a broad moat, teéming 
with silvery fish, a mansion distinguished in 
an altogether unique fashion by its demon- 
stration of the architectural secret of per- 
fect proportion without regularity.

It was the grandson of King Henry VIII.’s 
crony—the rival of Cardinal Wolsey—who 
was created first Lord Compton, and his son, 
Willlam, became first earl of Northampton 
and brought vast wealth into his family by 
his romantic marriage with the daughter and 
heiress: of Sir John Spenser, twice lord 
mayor of London. In order to secure her 
hand Lord Northampton disguised himself as 
a baker and carried her off, under the nose 
of her irascible father, in his baker’s basket. 
Sir John first disinherited them, but after- 
ward relented, and on dying left a fortune 
estimated at near a million sterling, an 
enormous sum in those days. 

The sudden possession of this wealth cost 
Lord Northampton his reason for a time, and 
at the request of his wife Queen Elizabeth 
caused him to be confined as a state pris- 
oner-in the tower of London until he recov- 
ered. 

During the civil war Compton Wynyates, 
which latter » * is a corruption of “ of the 
vineyards,” cepeatediy the scene of 
sieges by th. _ ..ilamentarians and by the 
royalists, and then at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century a Lord -Northampton 
ith the tastes of a vandal actually perpe- 
trated the crime ef painting white with white- 
wash all the superb paneling and splendid 
woodwork of the house, this peer being a con- 
temporary of Malone, who whitewashed 
Shakspeare’s bust at Stratford-on-Avon, not 
a dozen miles away. It is a difficult matter. 
to believe this, but despite the efforts of this 
Lord Northampton’s successors to repair 
the damage, even superficial examination 
shows traces of whitewash in many a corner 
and crevice of the woodwork.

Dr. Evans’ nine commandments for the 
man afflicted with consumption are: 

‘Pirst—Live in the open all the hours of all the 
days of all the years. 

Second—Eat abundantly of meat and bread and 
milk and eggs. 

Third—Demand an early and accurate diagnosis. 

FYourth—Be candid with your doctor, yourself, 
your family, and the community, and demand can- 
dor from them. 

‘Fitth—Be controlied and guided by those in 
knowledge and experience superior to you. 

Sixth—Guided and controlled, seek that elimate 
which best suits you, remembering that climate 
with control is helpful, climate without control te 
harmful. . 

Seventh—Intelligently see the thing to do and 
conscientiously do it. Be not despondem or hope- 
ful, buoyant or misanthropical, but grimly de- 
termined, with malice toward none, with charity 
for all. 

Kighth—Seek a medical man who knows medi- 
cine and has a personality. 

Ninth—Neither poison yourself or others with 
your sputum,

Rules for Communities. 

The nine commandments for the govern-— 
ment of the community are: 

First—There must be no promiscuous spitting. 

Second—Educate the people through the health 
departments, the. lecture platforms, the pulpits, 
societies, lodges, unions, and other organized 
bodies. 

Third—Build hospitals, homes, and supervised 
quarters for the late cases and sanataria for the 
early cases. 

Fourth—Learn of all cases of consumption and ex- 
ercise some supervision of them and of their en- 
vironment. 

Fifth—Disinfeet all infected premises. 

Sixth—Reward research into the causes and 
cures of the disease. 

Seventh—Live better, eat better food, drink less 
alcohol, and provide egainst unusual economic 
demands. 

Eighth—Live in better homes and work in better 
work places. Hygiene and cost of construction are. 
not synonymous. 

Ninth—Salvation will come through simple liv- 


ing.

How to Run Sanitariums. 

‘aking up the question of sanitariums ana 
their management, Dr. Evans said: 

‘Shall you have a sanitarium and how 
shall you run it? In thecureof consumption 
it has been estimated that climate is worth 
about 10 per cent. It ie asswmed that the 
sick man is to be properly controlled in the 
new climate. The great majority of those 
who seek drier climates and higher altitudes 
lose by the change. They exchange com- 
forts, security, and associations for a poten- 
tiality’ which they do not know how to use. 

‘* Consumptives intelligently -handied do 
and will get well in any state of the union. 


‘But if the intelligence of control is the same 


everywhere there will be found variance in 
results by reason of the advantages of cer- 
tain climates. The Adirondacks, the Cat- 
skills, the Blue Ridge, and Allegheny moun- 
tains are all good. California, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Arizona, Utah, and New Mexico 
all have peints of advantage. 

“ But there is no place in this or any other 
country. which is better than the region 
around Las Vegas, N. M. There arecertain 
people for whom the altitude is not suited. 
Others prefer more of vegetation. Noclimate 
or no environment suits everybody—this one 
suits the maximum number of people.

Nine Sanitarium Rules. 

“I will give you my estimate of the requi- 
sites for the proper conduct of such an insti- 
tution: 

First—You must have the proper head. He 
must be one who can make the sick fight on, confi- 
dent of their general. 

Second—Cases must be properly selected and 
classified. My judgment is that early prefebrile 
tuberculosis should not be sent away from home. 
They can be cured in any climate and without 
great cost. Climate is of most service in those 
septic cases in which there is still moderate vital- 
ity. It is poor humanity to send any man within 
ninety days of death. Assuming that the patient 
has come, You cannot refuse him admission: then 
set aside some place called your waiting hospital, 
in. which every patient must remain for thirty 
days or longer for classification. 

Third—There must be discipline and control. 
When a man is febrile he is tractable. When he 
is feeling: better he is another proposition. ‘The 
function of this sanitarium is to take members, 
keep them for awhile, and then turn them back 
into society as producing members and as edu- 
cators, teaching consumptives how to get well, 
and teaching the well how to stay well. 

Fourth—There must be a proper financial policy. 
In’ my judgment, the first year you should charge 
$10 or $12 a week, to be borne in part by the family 
or friends and in part by the supporting lodge. 
At the end of the first year you can judge better 
what the cost of maintenance should be, and your 
charges can be adjusted accordingly. 

Fifth—You must demand earlier and more accu- 
rate diagnosis. This is imperative. The average 
case of consumption is not diagnosed until there 


is not 20 per cent of chance for cure. 


Sixth—You must feed scientifically as well as 
abundantly. The ration must be balanced. Feed. 
ing should be primarily for digestion, secondly 
for strength, and thirdly for fat. 

Seventh—BExercise must be judicially controlled 
for each group of cases. In the fever days, when 
proper treatment and the climate are fighting 
sepsis, the only exercise must be massage in bed. 
When the fever is gone exercise must be judicially 
in¢reased until the patient is well and his museles 
are hard and trained to do the work of a man or 
woman. 

Eighth—Those diseases for which there is no 
specific require the maximum medical skill. You 
will always require practitioners of medicine of 
grade. 

Ninth—Every educational Institution, to be well 
balanced, must have a research department. If 
you make use of the freely given discoveries of 
other men you assume a moral obligation to at- 
tempt to solve some problem which will benefit 
those who have helped you. ¢

Maj. Wildam Wood's interesting historical 
work, “THE FIGHT FOR CANADA,” 
which was first published in London two 
years ago, now appears in this country (Lit- 
tle, Brown & Co.) In large part, it is a plea 
for the navy league, of which the author isa 
Canadian secretary; but, notwithstanding 
this tendency, it presents a tolerably fair 
statement of the campaign which ended in 
the capture of Quebec by the British. Maj. 
Wood is a faithful admirer and an intelli- 
gent expositor of Capt. Mahan, and the 
book is a vigorous attempt to show the influ- 
ence of sea power on the British campaigns 
in Canada during the seven years’ war. In 
emphasizing the ald given by the fleet in 
Wolfe’s campaign, Maj. Wood keeps well 
within his premises. It isin its sturdy insist- 
ence on.Capt. Mahan’s theory of the greater 
value of the navy in history than of the army 
that the tractarian aspect of the book be- 
comes apparent. Otherwise we may follow 
the author with confidence. He details the 
history of what he calls ‘*‘ Pitt's Imperial 
war,” as it was waged in Canada, with chap- 
ters on the men of both France and England 
whoruledin that province—Vaudreuil, Bigot, 
Montcalm, on the French side; Anson, Saun- 
ders, and Wolfe on the British, and tells of 
the siege and capture of Quebec. In con- 
cluding chapters, Maj. Wood works up two 
brilliant climaxes in his accounts of the fall . 
of Quebec and the fall of New France. The 
exhaustive annotations upon the several 
chapters are grouped at the end of the book. 
These notes are fully as interesting as the 
text, and many of them furnish valuable side 
lights, inasmuch as it is here that Maj. Wood 
has ‘availed himself of the important au- 
thentic material that has been discovered 
since Parkman’s day. The reference value 
of the work is enhanced by a full bibliography 
and a good index. The volume is Illustrated 
with portraits of the contending generals 
and some excellent maps. 
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“ROUND ABOUT MY PEKING GAR- 
DEN,” by Mrs. Archibald Little (J. B. Lip- 
pincott), might be included, and rightly, too, 
under the head of ‘‘ nature books.”” Again, 
with some propriety, it might be classified 
as a travel work. But one likes it best fer 
the glimpses it gives one of the mysticism 
and picturesque antiquities of the wonderful 
land of the Great Wall. Mrs. Little lived 
within the precincts of the wall, in the daz- 
zling yellows, reds, and blues of the ** Purple 
Forbidden City ’’ of Pekin, where One's eyes 
tire under the strain of gazing at the glisten- 
Ing tiles of tower and temple and the wonder- 
ful facades that look, Mrs. Little tells us, 
as if they had been decorated by huge pens 
continually dipped in tink of gold. In her 
pages there is the novelty: and spiciness of 
rambling in a forbidden land and tasting of 
forbidden pleasures; the pleasure of inspect- 
ing vivid color effects and acquiring an inti- 
mate knowledge of quaint customs; the joys 
of turning over inimitable curios in lacquer, 
and cloisonné, and bronze, and, incidentally, 
the privilege of delving deep into the immeas- 
urable depths of Chinese history. No mere 
traveler could see, or hear, or learn so much 
of ancient China's religion, customs, an@ art 
as Mrs. Little has contrived to show us as 
we journey with her around her Pekin gar- 


den.

Chief Collins Delays Making His Ac- 
cusations Public, Remaining Away 
from His Office in City Hall Until 
Late in the Day—Assistant State's 
Attorney Olson Declares Disgraced 
Official One of the Most Efficient in 
the Department.

Mayor Dunne found himself yesterday in a 
storm of protest and condemnation over the 
suspension ‘of Inspector Lavin and the mys-

Friends of the police official took some 
hope in the evening when the charges still 
were unfiled and the mayor said they would 
not be filed until he hadi“ looked them over ” 
and assured himself that they were sub- 
stantial. Previousty the mayor had said that 
he had washed his hands of the affair and 
that Chief Collins could do as he pleased. 

“I am Chief Collins’ superior officer,” he 
said last night. “I will go over the charges 
thoroughly before they are made public.’’ 

This change of attitude was brought about 
by numerous complaints the mayor received 
during the day and the visitors that came fn 
behalf of Lavin. He would not say who 
these mem were except that they were 
** prominent business men,” but several dele- 
gations “saw” him. 


Chief Collins Keeps Secrecy. 

Chief Collinge kept the same secrecy con- 
cerning the time when the charges would be 
made public. He left his office early in the 
afternoon, and did not appear any more, ex- 
cept for e few minutesin the evening. Thig 
disappearance, coupled with his actions of 
Wednesday, have led Lavin’s friends to think 
that the chief is meeting his private detect- 
ives somewhere who are working up fresh 
evidence. 

The efficiency list sent up by Capt. O’Brien 
of the detective bureau also received the at- 
tention of the chief, but announcment of 
transfers will not be made for several days, 
he said. 

According to these ratings, compiled from 
the grrest book for the last six months, at 
least twenty-five men are slated for charges 
of inefficiency before the trial board. As 
many others are expected to be transferred. 


Praised by Prosecutor Olson. 

“Lavin is one of the brightest and most 
efficient men on the police department,” said 
Assistant State’s Attorney Olson. “‘ His ex- 
perience of more than twenty years in ‘the 
department is so valuable to this community 
that he ought not to be removed except for 
serious offenses, proved beyond all possibil- 
ity of doubt.”

LIPTON FLEE? ON HAND. 


ARRIVAL OF TOLEDO COMPLETES 
LIST FOR CUP RACES.

Ohio Yacht Stands Trip Well, Despite 
Fact That It Ran Into a Bad Storm 


Of Michigan Shore — Raven, the 


Canadian Invader, Is Given First 
Tanning Up in Lecal Waters, buat 
Shrewd Crew Does Not Show Boat’s 
Speed—Make Book on Contests. 


With the arrival early yesterday morning 
of the belated racer, Toledo, the fleet of 
twenty-one footers which on Saturday will 
begin the annual contests for the Lipton cup 
was completed. The Ohio boat had become 
so long overdue at this port the officials in 
charge of the series had begun to figure on 
eight starters inetead of nine, No little re- 
lief was felt when Tolédo was sighted 
making for the river entrance. 

Toledo stood the long trip down the lakes 
well and refuted by its appearance the claim 
made by some that the Lipton boats are not 
dependabie cruisers. Owner Frank Frey 
stated he had not forced the boat, as he did 
not wish to run the risk of strainingit. Four 
days ago the yacht ran into a bad storm off 
the northern Michigan shore. Toledo at the 
time was full reefed and labored through 
the gale under a storm staysail, It required 
eighteen hours to beat seven miles into the 

w. 
eon ite arrival Toledo immediately was 
hoisted out at the coal dock to be scraped 
and potieaded.. 


First Spin by Raven. 

Raven, the Canadian invader, was out early 
in the day for its first tuning up in these 
waters. It monopolized the attention of the 
critics on the. clubhouse verandas. Skjpper 
Fearnside and his Canuck crew, however, 
with characteristic Canadian shrewdness, re- 
fused to give the spectators an idea of what 
is really in the boat, deferring their best 
work until the yacht was hull down in the 
offing, While in shore it was noticed the 
mainsail was kept flattened down to such 
an extent. that the boat could not foot as 
fast as its'‘lines indicate it Is capable of going. 

Billposter and Mendota were the only 
others out for trial spins, and the same stall- 
ing tactics were employed as on Raven. A 
remark dropped by a member of Billposter’s 
crew indicated that the loss of the proscribed 
extra rudder had in no way hurt'the chances 
of the yacht. 

Today will see all of the candidates, with 
the possible exception of Yo San and Toledo, 
tuning up off the harbor. Yo San hardly will 
have its new rudder shipped before tonight 
or early tomorrow. Skipper Frank Holmes 
is jubilant over the change in the steering 
device and is confident the old boat will be 
able to humiliate the new ones when they 
get together. 


Open Book on the Race. 

Betting on the result of the series is be- 
coming so spirited that a book has been start- 
ed among the yachtsmen. Several hundred 
dollars already, has been wagered. Toledo 
has been installed favorite at 2 to 1, with 
Raven, Billposter, and Mendota even second 
choices at 3to1. Milwaukee, Cherry Circle, 
and New Illingis are quoted ate 4 ta 1, with 
Yo San and Quien Sabe 6to 1. Many of the 
wise ones regard the odds as too liberal on 
many of the boats, and are placing their 
money freely. H. 8. Mills has hacked his 
Quien Sabe heavily and has every confidence 
in the ability of Skipper Brunnick to win him 
the cup and some money. Milwaukee has a 
large following. Others pin their faith to 
Cherry Circle and Raven.

A second petition asking for the amend- 
ment of the present commission was circu- 
lated and received the requisite number of 
signatures to compel a ballot vote on the 
proposition.

As every one knows wno 
has ever handled a wire business it is impos- 
sible to furnish private wires and satisfac- 
tory service at the old rates of commission 
and depend on graim business alone.”’ 

“ The argument of building up outside mar- 
kets at the expense of Chicago is all nonsense, 
as any one will find by visiting any of these 
outside markets during a lively day’s trading 
on the Chicago exchange. There is no ani- 
mation displayed until the quotations.in Chi- 
cago changes. 

*‘ Continual changes of the rule will belit- 
tle the board of trade before the commercial 
world. The present rules tend to elevate the 
standard of memberships and many of the 
leading stock firms of the country have se- 
cured, ofsare preparing to secure member- 
ships in the board of trade. A steadfast 
policy of improvement is bound to produce 
results, and there is no reason why member- 
ships should not be worth more than seats on 
the cotton exchange.”’

The present capital stock of 
the company is $100,000,000, of which §77,- 
601,000 is: common and the balance preferred, 
ané@ practically all of both classes is issued, 
The new stock is to be common, and it is to

purposes of the new issue not being stated 
in the call. The circular is dated June 6, 

The directors of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul decided at their meeting to issue 
at par to stockholders of record Aug. 29 23 
per cent of their holdings, ora little less than 
$23,00,000, in new common stock now in the 
treasury. The first payment of two-thirds 
of the amount is due Sept. the balance 
Nov. 12, This is not the St. Paul's plan as 
it was expected to be announced, the public 
generally having an idea that bonds would be 
issued as well in connection with the Pacific 
coast extension. 


No Union Pacific Dividend. 

There was considerable disappointment 
over the failure of the directors of the Union 
Pacific to make any announcement with re- 
gard to dividends.

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STANDARD HIT BY 
NEW INDICTMENT? 
Second Grand Jury Is Believed 


to Have Voted True Bill 
in Storage Case. 


WITNESSES DISMISSED. 


Violation of Law at Whiting Will 
Be Taken Up by Federal 
Inquisitors Today. 


The second federal grand jury for the in- 
vestigation of the Standard Oijl rebate 
charges was sworn in yesterday morning be- 
fore Judge Bethea of the United States Cir- 
cult court, and before it adjourned in the 
evening is believed to have voted a true bill 
against that company in connection with the 
nonpayment of storage charges to the Lake 
Shore railroad. 

This supposition, held by those about the 
federal building, is based on the fact that the 
witnesses were dismissed from further ser- 
vice. The first grand jury, which met last 
week, found an indictment on the same evi- 
dence, The new indictment will not be an- 
nounced until Monday, when both juries will 
appear before Judge Bethea to report. 


New Jurors Selected. 

The jury was summoned for last Tuesday, 
but several of the veniremen failed to ap- 
pear and Marshal Hoy was instructed to 
summon fourteen more. This was done, 
and from these the following additional jur- 
ors were selected:

Werne was chosen foreman, and after it 
Was sworn in the members were admonished 
by Judge Bethea not to discuss the matters 
brought before them with any one, and a 
threat of imprisonment for contempt of 
court was made to any who might attempt it. 

The first and what is believed to be the 
only matter presented to the jury was the 
Lake Shore storage charge. This is based on 
the storage of off in the Eighteenth street 
warehouse of the Lake Shore railroad here, 
amounting to $22,000. According to the gov- 
ernment attorneys the Standard was aliowed 
to store its oil there, and no charge wasever 
made, while the independent refiners were 
made to pay whenever they took advantage 
on the privilege. 


Say Charge Was Held Up. 

For its defense the Standard claims the 
etorage charge was made, but owing to a 
contest over the exact amount was held up 
pending a settlement. This declaration was 
made by Vice President Grammar of the 
Lake Shore, who declares the bill was sent 
to the company’s auditor at Cleveland. 

Assistant District Attorney Childs repre- 
sented District Attorney Morrison, and with 
District Attorney Sullivan of Cleveland han 
died the evidence for the government. 

The first witness summoned yesterday was 
Henry Meyer, a clerk in the auditing depart- 
ment of the Lake Shore at Cleveland. -ie 
told of alleged rebates paid the company and 
was questioned at length with*reference to 
his knowledge of the bill which it is claimed 
was presented for the storage charges here. 
G. A. Slaussom, general agent for the Lake 
Shore in Chicago, was called, and as he had 
jurisdiction over the Eighteenth street ware- 
house and the goods stored there his testi- 
mony was the most important of any sub-~ 
mitted. 

The last witness was J. L. Clark, general 
western freight agent for the Lake Shore 
at Chicago. The testimony of severa! other 
witnesses who appeared at Cleveland was 
identified and read. Those who were sub- 
peenaed but did not testify were M. C. Tully, 
guditor of freight accounts, Chicago; N. H. 
Anspach, chief tariff clerk for the road at 
Cleveland, and R. P. Ahren, local freight 
agent for the Lake Shore at Cleveland 


Another Matter Up Today. 

The matters to be brought to the jury’s 
attention today will be the ““Grand Junction 
combination,” by means of which it is claimed 
the Standard shipped its oll from Whiting, 
ind., to Grand Junction, Tenn., a point near 
Memphis, at such a low rate thatit absolutely 
controlled the sale of that product from the 
Mississippi to the Atlantic and from the Ohio 
river tothe gulf. The roads involved in this 
are the Illinois Central, the Evansville and 
Terra Haute, and the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer company. It Is believed a true ~ ‘!1 
Was voted in this matter by the jury which 
adjourned last week. Another charge to be 
presented is the shipment of oil from Whit- 
ing, Ind., to East St. Louis. By means of this 
alleged rate the Standard dominated the oil 
business throughout the southwest.

LOWER FREIGHT RATES ON OIL. 


Case Will Be Taken to Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Soon After New 
Law Goes Into Effect on Aug. 28-— 
Other Roads Dissauade the Wabash 
from Reducing Charges for Ship- 
ment of Export Corn East from Chi- 
cago—Standard Watches Ordered. 


The first question to come before the inter- 
state commerce commission after the new 
rate law goes into effect probably will be: 
What is a fair rate for the railroads to chargé 
for the transportation of the petroleum 
products of the independent ofl companies 
of the east from Chicago to Omaha, Sioux 
City, Sioux Falls, St. Paul, and other north- 
western points? 

Theeastern independents some time ago ap- 
plied to the western trunk line association 
for a 5 cents reduction of the rate from Chi- 
cago to Omaha. The application was turned 
down, chiefly, it is said, on the ground that 
such action would make necessary a corre- 
sponding reduction to Iowa and other inter- 
mediate points. 

Fred W. Boltz, traffic manager for the Na- 
tional Petroleum association, havipg thirty- 
four members, has now given notice to the 
traffic officials of all Chicago-Omaha lines 
that formal complaint will be filed with the 
interstate commerce commission, so that the 
case may come before the commission imme- 
diately after the new law goes into effect on 
Aug. 28. 

The rate on ofl from Chicago to Omaha is 
27 cents, while from Kansas City and Kansas 
shipping points it is only from 13 to 22 cents. 
With this difference in rates the eastern in- 
dependents say ‘they are unable to compete 
with the Standard Oil company in the terri- 
tory tributary to Omaha. They assert also 
that other rates from Chicago to north west- 
ern points also are too high. 

The Wabash proposed, at a conference yes- 
terday between eastern and western lines, 
to re@uce the Chicago rate east on export 
grain from 18 to l2 cents. The plan was op- 
posed by the eastern lines, and the Webash 
finally decided not to press the matter and 
stated it would make no reduction of the rate 
without due notice. 

The eastern lines contend that the Wabash, 
having Hnes both west and east of Chicago, 
would be the only possible gainer by the pro- 
posed change. 

Ali the eastern Mnes either have followed, 
or it ig assumed soon will follow, the exam- 
ple of the Big Four in removing the plus on 
export grain rates from Illinois points. This 
makes the rate from these points 2 cents 
lower than heretofore. It probably will di- 
vert to easterm and southeastern lines 4 
good dea} of grain that otherwise would pass 
through Chicago, unless the lines from Lill- 
nois points to Chicago make equivalent re- 
ductions.
